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City candidates share ideas for cost savings

Candidates for Henderson 
City Commission voiced a wide 
range of choices on what they’d 
cut if city revenues didn’t keep 
pace with needs and could not 
be increased. 

Four of the eight candidates 
will be elected to the commis¬ 
sion. The choices are incumbent 
Robby Mills, Daniel T. Hancock, 
incumbent Robert Pruitt, Jesse 
Johnston IV, Jan Hite, incumbent 
Alan Taylor, Tom Davis and in¬ 
cumbent Mike Farmer. 

The candidates were posed 
questions by email and their 
responses, in the same order 
candidates will appear on the 


ballot, were also via email. Their 
answers, for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, are as they wrote them, 
although The Gleaner has made 
minor modifications to conform 
to newspaper style and to correct 
any misspellings. 

After candidates were asked 
about the possible need for rev¬ 
enue increases, they were also 
posed the following question: If 
city revenues do not sufficiently 
support city services, where 
would you look for savings? 

Here are their answers: 

MILLS 

As I mentioned (earlier), the 
core of our city budget is person¬ 
nel costs. My goal as an elected 


official remains to continue to 
look for ways to give vital ser¬ 
vices as efficiently as possible. 

During my tenure we have 
been able to continue without 
service cuts or personnel cuts, 
but that is not a guarantee in 
the future. I believe a contin¬ 
ued look at cooperative services 
with county government is one 
positive approach. Ultimately, the 
elected officials are left to balance 
services and available revenue. 

HANCOCK 

Areas where I believe the city 
could save money include: 

1. The salary of the city man¬ 
ager should not exceed $95,000 
a year. 


2. The city of Henderson does 
not need an assistant city man¬ 
ager. If it is determined that the 
city needs a community devel¬ 
oper, the salary should not ex¬ 
ceed $70,000. 

3. Stop giving employee ben¬ 
efits to individuals who are not 
full-time city employees. 

4. Do not fund the ambulance 
service for Methodist Hospital 
by supplying vehicles, fuel, and 
housing. 

5. Stop figuring raises by using 
percentages of the gross salary. 

6. Work with departments in 
the city to possibly change their 
workweek from five 8-hour work 
days to four 10-hour work days. 

7. Reduce the amount of mon¬ 


ey given to agencies like North¬ 
west KY Forward until a return 
is seen from the investments. 

8. Revise the property tax (as¬ 
sessment) moratorium. 

I believe these suggestions 
alone could possibly save the 
city over $500,000 a year. 

PRUITT 

If the city revenues do not suf¬ 
ficiently support city services 
then I believe that reviewing 
administrative spending is a 
valuable place to look for sav¬ 
ings and I will always look at 
ways to enter into competitive 
bids that will supply products at

Safety net for youths still has flaws 


■ Some abusers 
slip through stricter 
rules for leaders

A Boy Scout meeting at an el¬ 
ementary school in Bloomington, 
Ill., came to an unexpected end 
for one adult volunteer: Police 
arrested the uniformed assis¬ 
tant scoutmaster, acting on a tip 
about a convicted sex offender in 
a school zone. 

Brian Liska was surprised by 
his arrest in October 2011 — just 
as he’d been surprised months ear¬ 
lier when he learned that the Boy 
Scouts of America’s national office 
had approved him as a volunteer 
in the first place. 

“It kind of puzzled me,” Liska, 
38, said in a recent phone inter¬ 
view. 

He’d applied for the post be¬ 
cause his adolescent son was a 


Scout. He told Scripps he’d ad¬ 
vised the troop’s scoutmaster of 
his criminal history: Back in 1997, 
at age 22, he was convicted of hav¬ 
ing a sexual relationship with a 
14-year-old girl and sentenced to 
120 days in jail. Liska and the girl 
“actually considered themselves 
boyfriend/girlfriend,” the inves¬ 
tigating officer had said in court 
proceedings. 

To this day, Liska said he doesn’t 
know if national Scouting officials 
approved his application because 
they were unaware of his past con¬ 
viction — or if they knew about it 
but decided he was fit nonetheless. 

“What type of criteria are they 
really looking for in their lead¬ 
ers?” Liska wondered. “Maybe 
they need to... do a little bit more 
investigating down on their ap¬ 
plications.” 

The Boy Scouts’ top leaders — 
responding to recent news stories 
about the organization’s internal 
“ineligible volunteer files,” rife 
with allegations and accounts of

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HMP&L customers to save on coal in 2013

Henderson Municipal Power and 
Light’s nearly 12,000 customers can ex¬ 
pect to save almost $2 million on coal 
costs next year thanks to a new fuel con¬ 
tract — amount to probably a few dollars 
per month for a home. 

“We will pass that on to customers” 
through the fuel adjustment clause on 
their bills, HMP&L Power Production 
Director Wayne Thompson told members 
of the Henderson Utility Commission on 
Monday evening. 

“It will probably start showing up in 
February,” HMP&L General Manager 
Gary Quick added. 

For a residential customer using 1,000 


kilowatt-hours of electricity per month, 
Quick calculated the typical savings at 
$4.15 per month or nearly $50 per year. 

Coal prices have declined in recent 
months because of a drop in demand 
and increased use of cheaper natural gas 
to generate electricity. So HMP&L this 
summer decided to not renew its existing 
contract with Alliance Coal LLC when it 
expires Dec. 31 and to seek new bids that 
were opened in early October. 

Alliance (which operates the Dotiki 
Mine in Webster and Hopkins counties 
and the River View Mine in Union Coun¬ 
ty) submitted what HMP&L staff deter¬ 
mined to be the lowest and best bid that 
came closest to meeting specifications. 

The new contract includes prices the

Disarray 
in wake 
of Sandy 

■ At least 50 
dead; millions 
are powerless

PITTSBURGH - The most 
devastating storm in de¬ 
cades to hit the country’s 
most densely populated 
region upended man and 
nature as it rolled back the 
clock on 21st-century lives, 
cutting off modern com¬ 
munication and leaving 
millions without power 
Tuesday as thousands who 
fled their water-menaced 
homes wondered when — 
if — life would return to 
normal. 

A weakening Sandy, 
the hurricane turned fear¬ 
some superstorm, killed at 
least 50 people, many hit 
by falling trees, and still 
wasn’t finished. It inched 
inland across Pennsyl¬ 
vania, ready to bank to¬ 
ward western New York 
to dump more of its water 
and likely cause more hav¬ 
oc Tuesday night. Behind 
it: a dazed, inundated New 
York City, a waterlogged 
Atlantic Coast and a 
moonscape of disarray and 
debris — from unmoored

Nearly 300 crew mem¬ 
bers left Saturday morning 
so they could be in place 
in eastern Pennsylvania 
as Sandy came on shore, 
followed by 100 more on 
Tuesday. Several million 
homes and businesses 
were left without power 
because of the storm, in¬ 
cluding more than 400,000 
PPL customers as of early 
Tuesday morning. 

The crews include line 
technicians, team leaders, 
safety specialists and tree 
trimmers.

She was a former Sunday school teacher, 
assistant church secretary, assistant church treasurer, sec¬ 
retary of Martha Circle and WMU, and treasurer of Pris¬ 
cilla Circle. She was a member of the Senior Usher Board 
for many years, serving as president for three years. She 
was chairperson for the church anniversary three times. 

She organized a group and mended patients’ cloth¬ 
ing at Redbanks nursing home for 18 years. She secured 
pledges for the first remodeling of Methodist Hospital 
and for the construction of the YMC A. She served on the 
boards of directors for Methodist Hospital, The United 
Fund (now United Way), Red Cross, Henderson County

Area Council and was the honorary co-chairperson for 
the Center of Hope Campaign. 

In 1978, she became the first black elected to public 
office in Henderson County when she was elected to the 
Henderson County Board of Education. She served eight 
years, four as chairperson.

She was 
a graduate of Ohio State University with further study 
at Cornell University and the University of Wisconsin.

No one was injured in a 
fully involved structure fire 
near Spottsville around 2:45 
p.m.

LOS ANGELES - A decade 
since George Lucas said 
“Star Wars” was finished 
on the big screen, a new 
trilogy under new owner¬ 
ship is destined for theaters 
after The Walt Disney Co. 
announced Tuesday that it 
was buying Lucasfilm Ltd. 
from him for $4.05 billion. 

The seventh movie, with 


a working title of “Episode 
7,” is set for release in 2015. 
Episodes 8 and 9 will follow. 
The trilogy will continue 
the story of Luke Sky walk¬ 
er, Han Solo and Princess 
Leia beyond “Return of the 
Jedi,” the third film released 
and the sixth in the saga. Af¬ 
ter that, Disney plans a new 
“Star Wars” movie every 
two or three years. Lucas 
will serve as creative con¬ 


sultant in the new movies. 

“I’m doing this so that 
the films will have a longer 
life,” Lucas, the 68-year-old 
creator of the series and 
sole owner of Lucasfilm, 
said in an interview posted 
on YouTube. “I get to be a 
fan now... I sort of look for¬ 
ward to it. It’s a lot more fun 
actually, than actually hav¬ 
ing to go out into the mud 
and snow.” 


Disney CEO Bob Iger 
said Lucasfilm had already 
developed an extensive 
story line on the next tril¬ 
ogy, and Episode 7 was now 
in early-stage development. 
He said he talked with Lu¬ 
cas about buying the com¬ 
pany from him a year and 
a half ago, but they didn’t 
decide on a deal until very 
recently as Lucas set in mo¬ 
tion his retirement.

Berry Plastics to reopen its MadisonviUe facilty 


■ Move could lead to 400 new jobs

Berry Plastics is working to 
develop a new packaging prod¬ 
uct, and as part of that process 
the company plans to reopen its 
Madisonville plant. 

Evansville-based Berry an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday that it plans 
to invest $96 million to reopen 
its Madisonville facility next 
year, with employment at that 
facility expected to reach 400 
or more in the next few years. 

“This is a very good day for 


the company, and we’re very 
pleased to be making this re¬ 
investment in the state of Ken¬ 
tucky,” said Berry Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer Jon Rich. 

The jobs will be mostly new 
positions, Rich said, though a 
few “technical experts” might 
transfer to Madisonville from 
other Berry facilities. 

Rich declined to specify how 
much the jobs would pay other 
than to say “we expect that those 
will be very competitive wage 
and benefit packages for the 
Madisonville area.” The employ¬ 
ees there will also be eligible for 


Berry’s bonus program. 

The Madisonville facility was 
formerly owned by Rexam, a 
London-based consumer pack¬ 
aging company. When Berry 
purchased Rexam’s specialty 
and beverage closures business 
in 2011, the Madisonville facility 
came as part of the deal. 

Berry closed that facility 
earlier this year and moved its 
production work to other Berry 
locations. At the time of the clo¬ 
sure, 140 people worked at the 
Madisonville site. 

Rich declined to provide many 
details of the new product other 
than to say it is a food packag¬ 
ing product developed at Berry’s 
Evansville design center. 


When deciding where to man¬ 
ufacture this new product, Rich 
said, Berry decided on Madison¬ 
ville for several reasons. 

The Madisonville plant is 
centrally located in relation to 
the product’s expected customer 
base, Rich said. 

It’s also easily accessible to Ber¬ 
ry’s Evansville-based engineers, 
which Rich said is especially 
important because the product 
is new and “technology-driven.” 

State and local incentives also 
helped convince Berry to choose 
Madisonville, Rich said. 

The Kentucky Economic De¬ 
velopment Finance Authority 
(KEDFA) has preliminarily ap¬ 
proved Berry for tax incentives 


up to $10 million through the Ken¬ 
tucky Business Investment pro¬ 
gram. The performance-based in¬ 
centive allows a company to keep 
a portion of its investment over 
the term of the agreement through 
corporate income tax credits and 
wage assessments by meeting job 
and investment targets. 

Berry will receive the full 
amount only if it spends the full 
$96 million on the Madisonville 
plant investment and hires 420 
workers. 

“It’s based on their perfor¬ 
mance. If they only did a little 
bit, they only get a little bit,” said 
Daniel Lowry, spokesman for the 
Kentucky Cabinet for Economic 
Development.

Indiana court halts 
Rockport approval 

■ But plant could still happen 
with ammended planning

INDIANAPOLIS - An Indiana 
appellate court slammed 
the brakes Tuesday on the 
Rockport coal-gasification 
plant, overturning state 
utility regulators’ approval 
of a deal that developers 
say is critical to the proj¬ 
ect’s construction. 

The court threw out 
the 30-year contract that 
Gov. Mitch Daniels’ Indi¬ 
ana Finance Authority had 
negotiated to purchase the 
plant’s product at a fixed 
rate and then resell it by 
billing the state’s residen¬ 
tial and commercial gas 
users. 

In a 2-1 ruling, the Indi¬ 
ana Court of Appeals said 
the way the contract treats 
some industrial gas users 
conflicts with state law. 

Both the Daniels ad¬ 
ministration and Leucadia 
National Corp., the plant’s 
developers, said they be¬ 
lieve a quick amendment 
to the contract addressing 
the court’s concerns could 
be finalized and sent to the 
Indiana Utility Regulatory 
Commission for approval. 

“We are very pleased 
with 95 percent of the 
court opinion, and we see 
a clear path to resolving 
the technical issue that 


the court identified,” said 
Mark Lubbers, the former 
Daniels aide who is Leuca- 
dia’s project director. 

Andrew Kienle, the le¬ 
gal counsel for the Indiana 
Finance Authority, echoed 
Lubbers, saying the rul¬ 
ing contained some good 
news. 

“The court found that 
the Indiana Gasification 
contract provides Indiana 
gas utility ratepayers with 
a guarantee of savings and 
that the Indiana Utility 
Regulatory Commission 
was within its authority in 
approving it,” Kienle said. 

“The Court also gave 
the parties instruction to 
amend the retail end use 
customer definition in the 
contract, and we plan to do 
so accordingly.” 

Kerwin Olson, the exec¬ 
utive director of the envi¬ 
ronmental group Citizens 
Action Coalition, called 
the court’s ruling “a vic¬ 
tory in the sense we live 
to fight another day.” 

He said he disagrees 
with portions of the rul¬ 
ing, including the court’s 
finding that ratepayers 
are guaranteed savings 
over the 30-year life of 
the deal. He said he hopes 
state lawmakers will make 
their intent to guarantee 
“actual and verifiable sav¬ 
ings” clear in 2013.

Hurricane Sandy 
clouds outcome 
of major election 

With only a couple days left in the month, the 
nation got its October Surprise: Hurricane Sandy, 
a storm that has brought massive amounts of dis¬ 
ruptive rains and flooding to the East Coast. 

As far as the rest of the country is concerned, 
Sandy might be pretty much a localized phenom¬ 
enon — except that, almost diabolically, its broad 
reach encompasses key swing states: Virginia, 
North Carolina, New Hampshire and Ohio. It even 
took a swipe at Florida. 

The storm disrupted the carefully crafted plans 
of the two presidential candidates for the critical 
last full week before the election. 

President Barack Obama cancelled an appear¬ 
ance in Ohio to return to Washington. 

In a sense, it was a break for him because he 
could both go home and be in the path of the storm 
to comfort victims and give pep talks to relief 

workers. 

Mitt Romney 
and running 
mate Paul Ryan 
also canceled a 
series of appear¬ 
ances. 

Through hard 
experience, cam¬ 
paign manag¬ 
ers learn how to 
deal with the unpleasant and unexpected: gaffes, 
sex and financial scandals, wayward surrogates 
and the inevitable transportation and scheduling 
glitches. 

In 2005, Hurricane Katrina added a new element 
of the unforeseen to campaign planners’ arsenal 
of needed skills. 

The Bush administration’s ineffectual and even 
indifferent response to that tragedy saddled the 
Republican campaign with baggage it could never 
shed. 

In the face of a convulsion of nature like Sandy, 
no candidate could abruptly decide that now was 
a good time to go campaigning in Arizona and 
New Mexico. 

Besides, how a campaign deals with a major, 
unexpected disruption is a good measure of the 
candidate’s and aides’ flexibility and competency 
in dealing with the unforeseen. 

Because Sandy is hitting major population 
centers, it will affect the election, altering early 
voting, get-out-the-vote drives and last-minute, 
door-to-door campaigning. 

In Virginia’s Senate race, Democrat Tim Kaine 
and Republican George Allen jointly asked their 
supporters to take down their yard signs lest the 
placards become injurious missiles in Sandy’s high 
winds. 

The polls show that this could be the closest 
election since 2000, with debilitating recounts 
in toss-up states and possibly winding up in the 
House of Representatives. 

After almost two years of campaigning, and a 
brutal Republican gauntlet of debates, primaries 
and caucuses, it would be an irony of the first mag¬ 
nitude if the next president of the United States 
was determined by a storm named Sandy.

Revelations can occur 
anywhere, anytime. My 
latest revelation occurred 
at a rickety card table on 
Sunday in the front hall of 
our home. 

The occasion was 
Thanksgiving Practice, a 
ritual in our household 
that goes back several 
years to when Donna 
was planning to cook a 
traditional Thanksgiv¬ 
ing dinner and wanted to 
practice cooking a turkey 
a few weeks early. She in¬ 
vited a small crowd that 
includes her parents to 
help eat the practice din¬ 
ner. It became so popular 
that years later, it’s one of 
the highlights of the fall 
(even though the past 
couple of turkeys have 
been smoked at J&B Bar¬ 
becue rather than being 
baked in our oven). 

We live in a big-looking 
old house, but it wasn’t 
designed with efficiency 
in mind. To seat 17 people 
for a sit-down dinner re¬ 
quires setting up tables all 
through the house, includ¬ 
ing the back porch and the 
front hall. 

It was at the card table 
in the front hall that I 
found myself eating with 
Donna’s parents, Reno and 
Gladys. The conversation 
turned to years past. I’ve 
enjoyed my in-laws’ com¬ 
pany for 35 years and have 
heard many of Reno’s sto¬ 
ries — some (or perhaps 
most) of them more than 
once. But they’re always 
good stories, well-told and 
usually funny or touching. 

“Did we ever tell you 
about our wedding rings?” 
Reno asked. 

No, I said. 

“Oh, I’m sure we’ve told 
you about them,” he said, 
and they slipped off the 
gold bands and handed 
them to me to inspect. 
“We didn’t have the wed¬ 
ding rings on the day we 
got married. But a little 
while later, Gladys thought 
we needed rings and she 
ordered them from Sears 
Roebuck. They cost $14.95. 
For the pair. Including the 
engraving.” 

That revelation was 
staggering enough. If 
Reno had only told me 
they bought their wedding 
rings from a Sears catalog 
for just 15 bucks, it would

have been a memorable 
story. But there was more. 

For one thing, I learned 
that Reno proposed by 
telephone. “I went to call 
Gladys,” he said, “so I went 
to Cousin Pearl’s store. 
They had one of the few 
phones around.” 

Pearl Young ran a gen¬ 
eral store in Caneyville, 
but he wasn’t really Re¬ 
no’s cousin. For that, we 
must turn to another old 
story. Many years ago, 
there was a character 
around town who got 
sent to the state pen for 
theft. While locked up, 
he became desperate for 
some tobacco and ciga¬ 
rette rolling papers. 

But he had no close fam¬ 
ily, and the warden would 
allow correspondence 
and packages only with 
an inmate’s relatives. So 
it was that he wrote to the 
general store owner back 
home with a plea for ciga¬ 
rette ingredients in a let¬ 
ter than he began, “Dear 
Cousin Pearl...” 

Sure enough, Pearl 
shipped him some tobacco 
... despite the fact that the 
inmate had been convict¬ 
ed of stealing from Pearl’s 
store. I guess Pearl figured 
the rascal was serving his 
time — and in a small 
town, if you’re going to 
stay mad at everyone who 
ever wronged you, well, 
you might run short on 
friends. 

Anyway, while Reno 
lived in Caneyville, Gladys 
lived with her family a few 
miles away in Millwood. 
Reno says he used to send 
her love letters that the Il¬ 
linois Central train would 
pick up and drop off at the 
Millwood depot. “The 
stamp wouldn’t even be 
dry yet,” he chuckles when 
recalling this. 

In those days, Reno’s 
family didn’t have a tele¬ 
phone, so he walked to 
Cousin Pearl’s store to 
place his call of proposal. 
Gladys’ family didn’t have 


a phone, either. So Reno 
called the store up in Mill- 
wood, and they sent some¬ 
one to fetch Gladys and get 
her on the phone. 

“Haven’t I told you this 
story?” Reno asked me 
again. 

No, this is a new one. 

Gladys accepted the 
proposal and a wedding 
ceremony was arranged a 
few hours later in the front 
room of Reno’s parents’ 
house. Reno asked a Meth¬ 
odist preacher who lived 
in the hotel nearby to offi¬ 
ciate the event, which took 
place despite the absence 
of wedding rings. Reno’s 
brother, Henry, stood up 
with him, as they used to 
say. Gladys wore a pretty 
dress adorned with a pea¬ 
cock. 

After the ceremony, 
Reno reached into his 
pockets; his hands came 
out empty. 

“Henry, have you got 
any money?” he whis¬ 
pered. 

“Yeah, I’ve got a couple 
of bucks.” 

And that’s how the 
preacher got paid. 

“We had a recep¬ 
tion,” Reno said. “It was 
unplanned. But people 
brought guitars and fid¬ 
dles, and kept us up all 
night. We told jokes and 
just had a good time, didn’t 
we?” 


Gladys smiled and nod¬ 
ded. The Sears Roebuck 
ring shone on her finger. 

“So,” I asked, “you had 
this spontaneous wedding 
but you still ended up with 
people coming to Pap and 
Mamaw’s house for a wed¬ 
ding reception that night?” 

Reno smiled. “Small 
town,” he said. 

That was in 1947. The 
following year, Gladys 
gave birth in that same 
house to their first child, 
the first of five; Donna 
is the middle kid in the 
pack. 

Gladys listened intently 
to Reno’s story, nodding 
and occasionally insert¬ 
ing a clarification. 

“We knew we were go¬ 
ing to do it anyway,” she 
said concerning getting 
married, so Reno’s formal 
proposal delivered via a 
borrowed telephone in a 
small-town store — while 
nontraditional — wasn’t 
altogether out of line. 

Anyway, the marriage 
took. Reno and Gladys 
remain together 65 years 
later. 

If that’s not worth cel¬ 
ebrating at Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Practice, I don’t know 
what is.

A one-mile area sur¬ 
rounding the industrial 
park and border crossing 
at Santa Teresa was evacu¬ 
ated for a few hours Tues¬ 
day, and the nearby airport 
was closed. By Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon, only the industrial 
park remained off-limits as 
hazmat crews took samples 
to determine what made 
the people sick. 

A New Mexico National 
Guard support team was en 
route to help with monitor¬ 
ing and testing. 

Officials say some people 
from businesses in the in¬ 
dustrial park were taken to 
Santa Teresa High School 
as a precaution after com¬ 
plaining of breathing prob¬ 
lems, lightheadedness, nau¬ 
sea and dizziness. 

Some people also de¬ 
scribed a burning sensation 
on their skin.

Protesters delay 
vote on new Cabinet 

TRIPOLI - Libya’s new 
prime minister on Tuesday 
put forward a Cabinet for 
parliamentary approval, 
but protesters stormed 
the building during the 
session, forcing a post¬ 
ponement of the vote on 
the new government. 

Around 100 protesters, 
a mix of bearded civilians 
and self-proclaimed rebels, 
broke into the hall during a 
session in which Ali Zidan, 
the new prime minister, 
was telling the National 
General Congress that he 
tried to strike a geographic 
balance among different re¬ 
gions and cities. 

The protesters faced 
little resistance as they en¬ 
tered, and a local TV station 
showed video of the break- 
in before it went off air. The 
protesters had various com¬ 
plaints about the nominated 
ministers, including that 
some had connections to 
the ousted regime of dicta¬ 
tor Moammar Gadhafi. 

Interim President Mo¬ 
hammed al-Megarif talked 
to the protesters, and they 
left the hall. Then they re¬ 
turned, forcing the parlia¬ 
ment to postpone the vote 
on the new Cabinet until 
Wednesday.

Mexican man pleads 
guilty in killing 

PHOENIX- A Mexican man 
pleaded guilty Tuesday in 
the killing of a U.S. Border 
Patrol agent whose death 
revealed the botched “Fast 
and Furious” gun-smug¬ 
gling operation, marking 
the biggest conviction to 
date in a case that embar¬ 
rassed the federal gov¬ 
ernment and prompted 
a series of congressional 
investigations. 

In his guilty plea, Man¬ 
uel Osorio-Arellanes ad¬ 
mitted that he was part of 
a rip-off crew that sneaked 
into the United States from 
Mexico about a week be¬ 
fore the death of Agent 
Brian Terry. They stashed 
guns and food supplies on 
the U.S. side of the border 
and killed Terry as they 
searched for marijuana 
smugglers to rob. 

Authorities haven’t 
said which member of the 
rip-off crew was believed 
to have fired the fatal shot 
at Terry on Dec. 14, 2010. 
Of the five men charged 
in Terry’s murder, only 
two are in custody, while 
three others remain fugi¬ 
tives.

AKRON - An Ohio teen¬ 
ager was found guilty of 
aggravated murder Tues¬ 
day for his role in a deadly 
plot to lure men desper¬ 
ate for work with phony 
Craigslist job offers. 

Prosecutors in the 
weeks-long trial painted 
17-year-old Brogan Raf¬ 
ferty as a quick student of 
violence and willing par¬ 
ticipant in three killings, 
while the defense argued 
he was acting under the 
duress of his alleged ac¬ 
complice, a self-styled 
chaplain depicted as a

Activists: 
23 killed 
in suburb 
of Syria

BEIRUT - Airstrikes by Syr¬ 
ian jets and shells from tanks 
leveled a neighborhood in a 
restive city near the capital 
of Damascus on Tuesday, 
killing 18 people, and at 
least five rebel fighters died 
nearby in clashes with re¬ 
gime troops, activists said. 

The airstrikes on the 
city of Douma, northeast 
of the capital, left residents 
scampering over a huge 
expanse of rubble and us¬ 
ing their hands to dig up 
mangled bodies, according 
to activist videos online. 

Scenes of vast destruction 
like those from Douma on 
Tuesday have grown more 
common as rebels seeking 
to topple President Bashar 
Assad have made gains on 
the ground, and Assad’s 
forces have responded with 
overwhelming air power. 

In the past weeks, anti¬ 
regime activists say about 
150 people have been killed 
a day in fighting. Since the 
uprising against Assad be¬ 
gan in March 2011, they say 
35,000 have died. 

Tuesday’s airstrikes 
came a day after what 
activists called the heavi¬ 
est and most widespread 
bombing campaign na¬ 
tionwide, on what was to 
be the final day of an in¬ 
ternationally sanctioned 
truce that never took hold. 

The death toll for what 
was supposed to be a four- 
day cease-fire ending 
Monday exceeded 500. 

Activists speculated that 
the government’s heavy 
reliance on air power re¬ 
flected its inability to roll 
back rebel gains, especially 
in the north of the country 
near the border with Tur¬ 
key, where rebels have con¬ 
trol of swathes of territory.

Background check less comprehensive

Background checks on prospective 
staff and volunteers have become a 
primary defense for the Boy Scouts 
of America. But instead of relying 
on the FBI’s fingerprint-based crimi¬ 
nal information database — widely 
acknowledged as the nation’s most 
complete — the organization opts for 
a cheaper, less-comprehensive com¬ 
mercial service. 

No single service is considered fool¬ 
proof at flagging an individual’s past 
misdeeds, experts in criminal justice 
and background-check industries say. 

However, “criminal-history checks 
that are fingerprint-based... are more 
accurate in confirming identity than 
name-based checks,” said John Ryan, 
CEO of the National Center for Miss¬ 
ing and Exploited Children. He ex¬ 


plained they’re more likely to catch 
someone trying to slip in by using a 
false name. 

The Boy Scouts had not responded 
to specific security-related questions, 
submitted via email, as of this writing. 
The Texas-based organization’s online 
application for adult volunteers says it 
contracts with information-services 
company LexisNexis “to provide con¬ 
sumer reports” compiled from public 
records. LexisNexis officials did not 
return calls for comment. 

The Boys & Girls Clubs of America 
and the Civil Air Patrol are among the 
few prominent volunteer-dependent 
youth organizations that uniformly 
use the FBI system, according to a re¬ 
view of guidelines posted by various 
groups. 

A1998 law, the Volunteers for Chil¬ 
dren Act, permitted youth-serving 
volunteer organizations to screen 
candidates with help from the FBI da¬ 


tabase. Youth groups route their re¬ 
quests through state police agencies, 
which take fingerprints and send the 
requests to the FBI. 

Depending on state fees, the FBI 
background checks can run $36 to 
$70, the American Camp Association 
reported last year. LexisNexis charged 
$5 or less per search, its marketing ma¬ 
terials showed in 2010. 

The camp association, which has 
studied youth protection closely, 
found another deterrent to using FBI 
fingerprint checks. It reported the 
turnaround time is “widely erratic,” 
and it’s “not uncommon for some 
checks to take months.” 

It also found that most youth groups 
rely on LexisNexis or similar commer¬ 
cial vendors for background checks, 
which can produce instantaneous re¬ 
sults. 

Some groups — including the Girl 
Scouts of America, the YMC A and Big 


Brothers Big Sisters of America — let 
individual affiliates decide whether to 
require fingerprint identification or a 
photo ID in screening volunteers, ap¬ 
plications show. BBBSA will mandate 
getting positive identification with one 
method or the other starting in 2014, 
officials said. 

Groups such as Big Brothers Big Sis¬ 
ters — which emphasize one-to-one 
contact between mentors and chil¬ 
dren — rely on extensive interviews 
and regular checks with families and 
volunteers. Others demand extensive 
character references and/or youth 
safety training. 

Screenings will be among the issues 
considered beginning Thursday, when 
the Boy Scouts of America convenes 
a two-day symposium in Atlanta for 
nonprofit youth organizations. Its 
press release promises “the latest in¬ 
formation and insight... to keep kids 
safe.”

child molestation — say it has tight¬ 
ened the gaps through which preda¬ 
tors slip in. 

Today, “we have a very good system 
of protecting kids,” Boy Scouts National 
President Wayne Perry said in an in¬ 
terview with Scripps, citing measures 
such as criminal background checks, 
“intensive youth-protection training” 
for Scouting youths and adults, and 
continued use of the files themselves. 

But recent cases like Liska’s raise 
questions about how the organization 
screens its prospective adult leaders and 
volunteers. 

Scripps also found evidence in court 
records that at least 13 Scout leaders 
abused Scouts within the past decade. 
(Liska is not counted among them; he 
was never accused of harming a child, 
and another adult always was present 
at the few Scouting events he attended.) 

Not long after the Scouts’ 1910 found¬ 
ing, the organization began amassing 
files on individuals it deemed unfit for 
Scouting — often because of suspected 
or evident sexual misconduct. A Scripps 
team reviewed a set of 1,881 of these so- 
called “perversion files,” from 1970 to 
1991, shared by an attorney who’d 
obtained them as evidence in 
lawsuits representing Scout vic¬ 
tims. 

With the Oct. 18 court-ordered 
release of another, largely over¬ 
lapping, set of files, Boy Scout 
officials issued a statement ex¬ 
pressing confidence in the cur¬ 
rent safeguards. They invited 
“any additional examination by 
authorities of Scouting policies, 
training and files to learn from 
our long-standing Youth Protec¬ 
tion efforts.” 

Efforts now include compul¬ 
sory background checks for all 
leaders and staff, a ban since 1991 on un¬ 
related adults being alone with Scouts 
at activities, and a mandate, since 2011, 
that any Scout leader or volunteer must 
report suspicious behavior to the law. 

Scout leaders have pledged to review 
the files, kept at U.S. headquarters in Ir¬ 
ving, Texas, and turn over any evidence 
of crimes by Scout leaders. 

Perry also told Scripps that the review 
would include whether Scout leaders 
had properly handled allegations of 
abuse: “There were instances... where 
these people failed. And to the extent 
that they violated the law, they should 
be prosecuted. To the extent that they 
failed to follow our system, they should 
be removed from our system.” 

Boy Scout officials declined Scripps’ 
repeated requests for specifics about its 


current protection program. 

Liska said he was “shocked” that Boy 
Scout officials didn’t block him from 
joining the troop because of his child- 
sex conviction. “I’m sure they looked at 
it,” he said, “and if they didn’t, something 
got through the loophole there.” 

In January, Liska — who 
stocks merchandise for a living 
— pleaded guilty to one count 
of being a child sex offender in a 
school zone. He was sentenced 
to two years of probation. 

The Boy Scouts depends on a 
commercial background-check 
service instead of the more 
costly, FBI criminal history 
that’s more effective at identify¬ 
ing known predators. 

Also, safety rules, such as the 
one prohibiting adults from be¬ 
ing alone with unrelated youths, 
aren’t always enforced. That 
enabled some adults to isolate 
Scouts and molest them — on camping, 
hiking and canoe trips, during 
“tick checks” for bloodthirsty 
insects. 

Sometimes, it’s because the 
person in charge is the predator. 

Such was the recent case with 
William Hoefling, a suburban 
Detroit troop leader who took ex¬ 
ceptional interest in a Scout he’d 
described as “shy and green.” 

When parents raised concerns, 

“I quickly told them that I was 
the only one that was to correct” 
the teen’s shyness, he wrote in a 
Facebook message included in 
the court file. 

On the teen’s 15th birthday, Hoefling 
gave him a small bottle of Canadian 
Club whiskey before a Scout meeting, 


the first of a dozen times he gave the 
teen liquor, according to court records. 

In late August 2009, he and the teen 
sat drinking liquor in Hoefling’s van 
when the Scout leader grabbed the 
teen’s genitals. Two months later, at 
a Scout ranch in Metamora, Mich., 
Hoefling lured the teen into his tent 
for a drink and grabbed again. 

“I was livid, and because I couldn’t 
sleep, what he had just done to me ... I 
really wanted to go away for a bit,” the 
teen testified. 

He also was confused, he said, and 
stayed in the tent for another drink. 
Hoefling later snuggled up, wrapping 
his arm around the teen’s shoulders. “I 
tried to, like, push... his arm off me, but, 
he — I mean, he wouldn’t get it off,” the 
teen told the court. 

The teen wasn’t Hoefling’s only 
victim. The Scout leader also showed 
pornography to another Scout. 

Finally, in 2010, Hoefling was caught, 
convicted and imprisoned for crimes 
including child sex abuse and 
criminal sexual conduct. He’s 
incarcerated in Marquette 
Branch Prison, in Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula. 

Despite Scouting’s increas¬ 
ingly stringent controls, preda¬ 
tors have wormed their way into 
positions of authority. 

The director of the Gerber 
Boy Scout camp in Twin Lakes, 
Mich., was caught with more 
than 100,000 child images of 
child pornography plus some sex 
devices. Before his arrest in 2010, 
Scott Allan Herrick provided alcohol to 
Scouts, showed them pornographic vid¬ 
eos, hosted them for overnight stays, and 
“assaulted and bullied boys by holding 


Organization 
has special 
status under 
its charter

The Boy Scouts of America is 
the oldest of several youth-ser¬ 
vice organizations operating un¬ 
der a congressional charter, and 
it has benefited over the years 
from special relationships with 
federal government. 

The charter was granted in 
1916, with the House Judiciary 
Committee citing public ser¬ 
vice rendered by the Scouts in 
flood relief, war-bond collection 
and as an “auxiliary force in the 
maintenance of public order.” 

The charter has helped make 
Scouting a federally sanctioned 
brand, with the corporation em¬ 
powered to “make and adopt 
bylaws, rules and regulations 
not inconsistent with the laws 
of the United States of America 
or any State thereof.” The Girl 
Scouts of America was issued a 
charter in 1950. 

The Boy Scouts have used the 
charter to shut down any rival 
group that might use “Scout” in 
its name. The organization has 
established particularly close ties 
with the military, which over the 
years has sponsored many units, 
granted special access to facili¬ 
ties and given large donations of 
military surplus equipment. 

Scouting in 2011 had 2.7 mil¬ 
lion youth members in more 
than 111,000 units, with more 
than 1 million registered adult 
leaders. 

Although each Cub pack or 
Scout troop is considered an 
independent local entity, spon¬ 
sored by a local organization 
such as a church or civic club, 
each also has to adhere to BSA 
rules and policies to remain 
chartered each year. 

They’re administered by 
about 300 councils nationwide, 
each reporting to the Boy Scouts’ 
headquarters in Irving, Texas.

In 2010, the Boy Scouts and 
its councils had net revenues of 
$245 million, land worth more 
than $659 million and total as¬ 
sets of nearly $1.1 billion, not in¬ 
cluding any special trust funds, 
Internal Revenue Service re¬ 
cords show. 


a knife to their throat(s) as a demon¬ 
stration of‘who’s boss,’ ” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Daniel Mekaru reported in a 
sentencing memo. 

Herrick, who also was a swim in¬ 
structor at the Muskegon (Mich.) Family 
YMCA, was able to insinuate “himself 
into a position of trust and authority 
within two internationally renowned 
organizations that are dedicated to the 
welfare and advancement of our chil¬ 
dren,” Mekaru wrote. 

In court proceedings, Herrick denied 
that he’d ever abused children — or 
sought his posts in youth groups to gain 
access to them. Through his attorney, 
Herrick declined to comment. 

Herrick was convicted of three 
counts of attempting to produce child 
pornography and got a 95-year sentence. 
He’s now in a federal prison near Tuc¬ 
son, Ariz.

DEPOK,Indonesia- When a 
14-year-old girl received a 
Facebook friend request 
from an older man she 
didn’t know, she accepted 
it out of curiosity. It’s a 
click she will forever re¬ 
gret, leading to a brutal 
story that has repeated 
itself as sexual predators 
find new ways to exploit 
Indonesia’s growing ob¬ 
session with social media. 

The junior high student 
was quickly smitten by 
the man’s smooth online 
flattery. They exchanged 
phone numbers, and his 
attention increased with 
rapid-fire texts. He con¬ 
vinced her to meet in a 
mall, and she found him 
just as charming in person. 

They agreed to meet 
again. After telling her 
mom she was going to visit 
a sick girlfriend on her way 
to church choir practice, 
she climbed into the man’s 
minivan near her home in 
Depok, on the outskirts of 
Jakarta. 

The man, a 24-year-old 
who called himself Yogi, 
drove her an hour to the 
town of Bogor, West Java, 
she told The Associated 
Press in an interview. 

There, he locked her in a 
small room inside a house 
with at least five other 
girls aged 14 to 17. She was 
drugged and raped repeat¬ 
edly — losing her virginity 
in the first attack. 

After one week of tor¬ 
ture, her captor told her 
she was being sold and 
shipped to the faraway 
island of Batam, known 
for its seedy brothels and 
child sex tourism that ca¬ 
ters to men coming by boat 
from nearby Singapore. 

She sobbed hysterically 
and begged to go home. 
She was beaten and told 
to shut up or die. 

■ 

So far this year, 27 of 
the 129 children reported 
missing to Indonesia’s 
National Commission 
for Child Protection are 
believed to have been ab¬ 
ducted after meeting their 
captors on Facebook, said 
the group’s chairman, 
Arist Merdeka Sirait. One 
of the 27 has been found 
dead. 

In the month since the 
Depok girl was found near 
a bus terminal Sept. 30, 
there have been at least 
seven reports of young 
girls in Indonesia being ab¬ 
ducted by people they met 
on Facebook. Although no 
solid data exists, police 
and aid groups that work 
on trafficking issues say it 
seems to be a particularly 
big problem in the South¬ 
east Asian archipelago. 

“Maybe Indonesia is 
kind of a unique country 
so far. Once the reports 
start coming in, you will 
know that maybe it’s not 
one of the countries, may¬ 
be it’s one of a hundred 
countries,” said Anjan 
Bose, a program officer 
who works on child on¬ 
line protection issues at 
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Indonesian youths browse at an internet cafe in Jakarta, Indonesia. There are growing num¬ 
bers of incidents involving internet social media networks being used as a means for children 
trafficking in Indonesia, at least eight reported this month alone of young girls being abducted 
and enslaved by men who approached them randomly on Facebook, raising concerns that the 
overall number of trafficked children remains grossly underestimated in the sprawling archi¬ 
pelago of 240 million. 


ECPAT International, a 
nonprofit global network 
that helps children in 70 
countries. “The Internet 
is such a global medium. 
It doesn’t differentiate 
between poor and rich. It 
doesn’t differentiate be¬ 
tween the economy of the 
country or the culture.” 

Websites that track 
social media say Indone¬ 
sia has nearly 50 million 
people signed up for Face- 
book, making it one of the 
world’s top users after the 
U.S. The capital, Jakarta, 
was recently named the 
most active Twitter city 
by Paris-based social me¬ 
dia monitoring company 
Semiocast. In addition, 
networking groups such 
as BlackBerry and Yahoo 
Messenger are wildly pop¬ 
ular on mobile phones. 

Many young Indone¬ 
sians, and their parents, 
are unaware of the dan¬ 
gers of allowing strangers 
to see their personal infor¬ 
mation online. Teenagers 
frequently post photos and 
personal details such as 
their home address, phone 
number, school and hang¬ 
outs without using any pri¬ 
vacy settings — allowing 
anyone trolling the net to 
find them and learn every¬ 
thing about them. 

“We are racing against 
time, and the technology 
frenzy over Facebook is 
a trend among teenagers

here,” Sirait said. “Police 
should move faster, or 
many more girls will be¬ 
come victims.” 

The 27 Facebook-relat- 
ed abductions reported to 
the commission this year 
in Indonesia have already 
exceed 18 similar cases it 
received in all of 2011. Over¬ 
all, the National Task Force 
Against Human Trafficking 
said 435 children were traf¬ 
ficked last year, mostly for 
sexual exploitation. 

Many who fight child sex 
crimes in Indonesia believe 
the real numbers are much 
higher. Missing children 
are often not reported to 
authorities. Stigma and 
shame surround sexual 
abuse in the world’s largest 
Muslim-majority country, 
and there’s a widespread 
belief that police will do 
nothing to help. 

An ECPAT International 
report estimates that each 
year, 40,000 to 70,000 chil¬ 
dren are involved in traf¬ 
ficking, pornography or 
prostitution in Indonesia, a 
nation of240 million where 
many families remain im¬ 
poverished. 

The U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment has also warned that 
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more Indonesian girls are 
being recruited using social 
media networks. In a report 
last year, it said traffickers 
have “resorted to outright 
kidnapping of girls and 
young women for sex traf¬ 
ficking within the country 
and abroad.” 

Online child sexual 
abuse and exploitation are 
common in much of Asia. 
In the Philippines, kids 
are being forced to strip 
or perform sex acts on live 
webcams — often by their 
parents, who are using 
them as a source of income. 
Western men typically pay 
to use the sites. 

“In the Philippines, this 
is the tip of the iceberg. 
It’s not only Facebook and 
social media, but it’s also 
through text messages... es¬ 
pecially young, vulnerable 
people are being targeted,” 
said Leonarda Kling, re¬ 
gional representative for 
Terre des Hommes Nether¬ 
lands, a nonprofit working 
on trafficking issues. “It’s all 
about promises. Better jobs 
or maybe even a nice tele¬ 
phone or whatever. Young 
people now, you see all the 


glamour and glitter around 
you and they want to have 
the latest BlackBerry, the 
latest fashion, and it’s also 
a way to get these things.” 

Facebook says its inves¬ 
tigators regularly review 
content on the site and 
work with authorities, in¬ 
cluding Interpol, to com¬ 
bat illegal activity. It also 
has employees around the 
world tasked with crack¬ 
ing down on people who 
attempt to use the site for 
human trafficking. 

“We take human traf¬ 
ficking very seriously and, 
while this behavior is not 
common on Facebook, a 
number of measures are in 
place to counter this activ¬ 
ity,” spokesman Andrew 
Noyes said in an email. 

He declined to give any 
details on Facebook’s in¬ 
volvement in trafficking 
cases reported in Indonesia 
or elsewhere. 

■ 

The Depok girl, wearing 
a mask to hide her face as 
she was interviewed, said 
she is still shocked that the 
man she knew for nearly a 
month turned on her. 

“He wanted to buy new 
clothes for me, and help 
with school payments. He 
was different... that’s all,” 
she said. “I have a lot of 
contacts through Facebook, 
and I’ve also exchanged 
phone numbers. But every¬ 
thing has always gone fine. 
We were just friends.” 

She said that after be¬ 
ing kidnapped, she was 
given sleeping pills and 
was “mostly unconscious” 
for her ordeal. She said she 
could not escape because a 
man and another girl stood 
guard over her. 

The girl said the man 
did not have the money for 
a plane ticket to Batam, and 
also became aware that her 
parents and others were re¬ 
lentlessly searching for her. 
He ended up dumping her 
at a bus station, where she 
found help. 

“I am angry and cannot 
accept what he did to me. 
... I was raped and beaten!” 
said the lanky girl with 
shoulder-length black hair. 


The AP generally does not 
publish the names of sexual 
abuse victims. 

The girl’s case made 
headlines this month when 
she was expelled after she 
tried to return to school. 
Officials at the school re¬ 
portedly claimed she had 
tarnished its image. She 
has since been reinstated, 
but she no longer wishes to 
attend due to the stigma she 
faces. 

Education Minister Mo¬ 
hammad Nuh also came 
under fire after making 
remarks that not all girls 
who report such crimes are 
victims: “They do it for fun, 
and then the girl alleges 
that it’s rape,” he said. His 
response to the criticism 
was that it’s difficult to 
prove whether sexual as¬ 
sault allegations are “real 
rapes.” 

The publicity surround¬ 
ing the story encouraged 
the parents of five other 
missing girls to come for¬ 
ward this month, saying 
their daughters also were 
victimized by people they 
met on Facebook. Two 
more girls were freed from 
their captors in October 
and are now seeking coun¬ 
seling. 

Police are trying to get a 
step ahead of the criminals. 
Detective Lt. Ruth Yeni Qo- 
mariah from the Children 
and Women’s Protection 
unit in Surabaya said she 
posed as a teenager online 
and busted three men who 
used Facebook to kidnap 
and rape underage girls. 
She’s searching for a fourth 
suspect. 

“It has been getting 
worse as trafficking rings 
become more sophisticated 
and underage children are 
more easily targeted,” she 
said. 

The man who abducted 
the Depok girl has not been 
found, and it’s unclear 
what happened to the five 
other girls held at the house 
where she was raped. 

“I saw they were offered 
by my kidnapper to many 
guys,” she said. “I don’t 
know what happened. I 
don’t want to remember it.”

a cost savings to the citizens of 
Henderson. 

JOHNSTON 

First I would look to reduce 
the size of our city employee 
base through austerity. This 
would involve setting up a board 
that would review every new job 
opening to determine whether 
that position is needed. If the 
position is needed then the city 
would fill the position, if not, 
then it would be vacated until 
the city budget is reviewed to 
determined if it should be per¬ 
manently removed. 

Second I would look into of¬ 
fering an optional health ben¬ 
efit package to employees that 
do not want the low deduct¬ 
ible insurance. Choosing the 
optional plan, he/she would 
receive a higher deductible 
health package, but receive 
higher pay. 


This would be available to all 
employees, giving them a greater 
choice in their future and would 
save the city money in claims re¬ 
ducing our budget expenditures.

I have printed a copy of the 
2012-13 city budget and read it in 
its entirety. However, I do not feel 
that I could make an educated de¬ 
cision with regards to savings at 
this point in time; I simply cannot 
discern what is behind the figures 
in the budget, as I have not per¬ 
sonally met with the department 
heads and staff. 

With that said, trust that 
I would support an in-depth 
study of every department’s ex¬ 
penditures, and would base my 
decisions with respect to the 
department’s ability to maintain 
organizational integrity, efficien¬ 
cy and effectiveness. 

TAYLOR 

The hard facts are that 85 
percent of the city’s annual bud¬ 
get goes to employee wages and 


benefits. There is NO possible 
way that significant savings can 
be achieved by only focusing 
on the 15 percent of our annual 
budget. 

Therefore, if the taxpayers 
can be spared rate increases by 
looking at ways to provide ad¬ 
equate services through private 
sector contracts, I would look for 
savings in that way. This is not 
the politically popular thing to 
do, but it is the responsible thing 
to do. 

DAVIS 

For the answer of this ques¬ 
tion, I am going to be making 
two assumptions. One is that 
there are no possible tax in¬ 
creases available under the 
current options and two, that 
if there are increases available, 
that current economic condi¬ 
tions do not allow those options 
to be taken. 

An immediate savings could 
be found with alterations of 
schedules of current city ser¬ 
vices, ie: trash collections, 
street maintenance, public 


transportation. All of these 
services would trigger savings 
in fuel consumption, vehicle 
maintenance/repairs and re¬ 
duced work schedules and their 
associated costs. 

Associated with this short¬ 
term reduction is a long term 
one, in that you are extending 
the life of all vehicle and equip¬ 
ment fleets before replacement. 

FARMER 

Approximately 85 percent of 
city tax dollars and user fees are 
spent to provide the salary and 
benefit package for our employ¬ 
ees. The remaining 15 percent 
is used to provide those same 
employees with the equipment 
and supplies needed to properly 
do their jobs. 

That is a very large salary- 
benefit ratio to operational dol¬ 
lars, making it necessary for the 
city to already be operating in 
cost-savings mode. Recent bud¬ 
gets have seen capital expenses 
being much less than in previ¬ 
ous years. Employee overtime 


has been reduced in all depart¬ 
ments, the health benefit pack¬ 
age has been restructured to 
bring it into line with private 
sector benefit packages, and 
individual expenditures are 
reviewed at budget time and 
throughout the year. 

The city finances are man¬ 
aged efficiently; we are not in a 
crisis mode. Most cities in the 
commonwealth would envy the 
financial stability of our city 
government. We do need to con¬ 
tinue to appeal to the Kentucky 
General Assembly for help to 
reduce the pension contribution 
costs for city workers, which has 
been a major contributing factor 
to our budget increases. 

If we continue to monitor 
expenditures and continue 
modest periodic revenue en¬ 
hancements, drastic measures 
will not be needed to continue 
to balance our annual budget, 
and city residents can continue 
to receive services at a level 
consistent with current expec¬ 
tations.

first year ranging from 
$44.10 to $52.37 per ton, 
depending on quality. 
That translates to a re¬ 


duction from $2.31 per mil¬ 
lion Btus of energy under 
the current contract to 
between $1.97 and $2.18. 
With HMP&L expecting 
to burn mostly coal priced 
at $2.03 per million Btu, 
that amounts to a savings 


of about 12 percent. 

The new one-year con¬ 
tract can be extended by 
up to three additional 
years.

shore-town boardwalks to 
submerged mass-transit 
systems to delicate presi¬ 
dential politics. 

“Nature,” said New York 
City Mayor Michael Bloom¬ 
berg, assessing the damage 
to his city, “is an awful lot 
more powerful than we 
are.” 

More than 8.2 million 
households were without 
power in 17 states as far 
west as Michigan. Nearly 
2 million of those were in 
New York, where large 
swaths of lower Manhat¬ 
tan lost electricity and 
entire streets ended up un¬ 
der water — as did seven 
subway tunnels between 
Manhattan and Brooklyn at 
one point, the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority 
said. The New York Stock 
Exchange was closed for a 
second day from weather, 
the first time that has hap¬ 
pened since a blizzard in 
1888. The city’s subway 
system, the lifeblood of 
more than 5 million resi¬ 
dents, was damaged like 
never before and closed 
indefinitely, and Consoli¬ 
dated Edison said elec¬ 
tricity in and around New 
York could take a week to 
restore. 

“Everybody knew it was 
coming. Unfortunately, it 
was everything they said 
it was,” said Sal Novello, a 
construction executive who 
rode out the storm with his 
wife, Lori, in the Long Is¬ 
land town of Lindenhurst, 
and ended up with 7 feet of 
water in the basement. 

The scope of the storm’s 
damage wasn’t known yet. 
Though early predictions 
of river flooding in Sandy’s 
inland path were petering 
out, colder temperatures 
made snow the main prod¬ 
uct of Sandy’s slow march 


from the sea. Parts of the 
West Virginia mountains 
were blanketed with 2 feet 
of snow by Tuesday after¬ 
noon, and drifts 4 feet deep 
were reported at Great 
Smoky Mountains Nation¬ 
al Park on the Tennessee- 
North Carolina border. 

With Election Day a 
week away, the storm also 
threatened to affect the 
presidential campaign. 
Federal disaster response, 
always a dicey political 
issue, has become even 
thornier since government 
mismanagement of Hurri¬ 
cane Katrina in 2005. And 
poll access and voter turn¬ 
out, both of which hinge 
upon how people are im¬ 
pacted by the storm, could 
help shift the outcome in an 
extremely close race. 

As organized civilization 
came roaring back Tuesday 
in the form of emergency 
response, recharged cell¬ 
phones and the reassur¬ 
ance of daylight, harrow¬ 
ing stories and pastiches 
emerged from Maryland 
north to Rhode Island in 
the hours after Sandy’s 
howling winds and tidal 
surges shoved water over 
seaside barriers, into low- 
lying streets and up from 
coastal storm drains. 

Images from around the 
storm-affected areas de¬ 
picted scenes reminiscent 
of big-budget disaster mov¬ 
ies. In Atlantic City, N.J., 
a gaping hole remained 
where once a stretch of 
boardwalk sat by the sea. In 
Queens, N.Y., rubble from a 
fire that destroyed as many 
as 100 houses in an evacu¬ 
ated beachfront neighbor¬ 
hood jutted into the air at 
ugly angles against a gray 
sky. In heavily flooded 
Hoboken, N.J., across the 
Hudson River from Man¬ 
hattan, dozens of yellow 
cabs sat parked in rows, 
submerged in murky wa¬ 
ter to their windshields. At

mutual assistance organi¬ 
zations, in which a collec¬ 
tion of utility companies 
assist other utilities in 
times of natural disasters 
and crisis situations. 

“Before committing 
our crews to the East 


Coast we made sure there 
were ample resources on 
hand for anything from 
routine maintenance to 
emergency situations” 
in Kentucky, David Guy, 
director of system resto¬ 
ration and dispatch op¬ 
erations for LG&E and 
KU, said in a statement. 
Seventy-five individuals 
have been dispatched to 


provide additional sup¬ 
port for KU and sister 
company Old Dominion 
in southeastern Kentucky 
and western Virginia, 
where heavy snowfall 
was taking place. 

KU and LG&E pulled 
small numbers of re¬ 
sources from across the 
state so it didn’t pull too 
many from any one area. 


The companies serve 
more than 90 counties 
and it has 44 operations 
centers. 

Crews will continue to 
restore power until they 
are no longer needed and 
as long as weather pat¬ 
terns remain calm in KU 
and LG&E service ter¬ 
ritory, according to the 
companies.

the ground zero construc¬ 
tion site in lower Manhat¬ 
tan, sea water rushed into 
a gaping hole under harsh 
floodlights. 

One of the most dramat¬ 
ic tales came from lower 
Manhattan, where a failed 
backup generator forced 
New York University’s 
Tisch Hospital to relocate 
more than 200 patients, in¬ 
cluding 20 babies from neo¬ 
natal intensive care. Doz¬ 
ens of ambulances lined up 
in the rainy night and the 
tiny patients were gingerly 
moved out, some attached 
to battery-powered respira¬ 
tors as gusts of wind blew 
their blankets. 

In Moonachie, N.J., 10 
miles north of Manhattan, 
water rose to 5 feet within 
45 minutes and trapped 
residents who thought the 
worst of the storm had 
passed. Mobile-home park 
resident Juan Allen said wa¬ 
ter overflowed a 2-foot wall 


along a nearby creek, filling 
the area with 2 to 3 feet of 
water within 15 minutes. “I 
saw trees not just knocked 
down but ripped right out 
of the ground,” he said. “I 
watched a tree crush a guy’s 
house like a wet sponge.” 

In a measure of its mas¬ 
sive size, waves on south¬ 
ern Lake Michigan rose to a 
record-tying 20.3 feet. High 
winds spinning off Sandy’s 
edges clobbered the Cleve¬ 
land area early Tuesday, 
uprooting trees, closing 
schools and flooding major 
roads along Lake Erie. 

Most along the East 
Coast, though, grappled 
with an experience like 
Bertha Weismann of 
Bridgeport, Conn.— fright¬ 
ening, inconvenient and fi¬ 
nancially problematic but, 
overall, endurable. Her 
garage was flooded and 
she lost power, but she was 
grateful. “I feel like we are 
blessed,” she said. “It could 


have been worse.” 

The presidential candi¬ 
dates’ campaign maneuver- 
ings Tuesday revealed the 
delicacy of the need to look 
presidential in a crisis with¬ 
out appearing to capitalize 
on a disaster. President 
Barack Obama canceled a 
third straight day of cam¬ 
paigning, scratching events 
scheduled for Wednesday 
in swing-state Ohio, in 
Sandy’s path. Republican 
Mitt Romney resumed his 
campaign with plans for an 
Ohio rally billed as a “storm 
relief event.” 

And the weather posed 
challenges a week out for 
how to get everyone out to 
vote. On the hard-hit New 
Jersey coastline, a county 
elections chief said some 
polling places on barrier 
islands will be unusable 
and have to be moved. 

“This is the biggest chal¬ 
lenge we’ve ever had,” said 
George R. Gilmore, chair¬ 


man of the Ocean County 
Board of Elections. 

By Tuesday afternoon, 
there were still only hints 
of the economic impact 
of the storm. Airports 
remained closed across 
the East Coast and far be¬ 
yond as tens of thousands 
of travelers found they 
couldn’t get where they 
were going. 

Forecasting firm IHS 
Global Insight predicted 
the storm will end up caus¬ 
ing about $20 billion in 
damages and $10 billion to 
$30 billion in lost business. 
Another firm, AIR World¬ 
wide, estimated losses up to 
$15 billion — big numbers 
probably offset by recon¬ 
struction and repairs that 
will contribute to longer- 
term growth. 

“The biggest problem is 
not the first few days but 
the coming months,” said 
Alan Rubin, an expert in 
nature disaster recovery.

A recent fixture in the 
Final Four, Henderson 
County is looking for more 
out of this trip to the state 
soccer tournament. 

Dissatisfied with its 3-0 
state semifinal loss to Ryle 
last year, the Colonels look 
to take at least one more 
step when they face host 
Lexington Dunbar (24-3) 
on Thursday. 

“Doing something that 
nobody here has ever done 
before has been a goal of 
ours since last season,” 
said senior James Bickers. 

To help reach that goal, 
coach Benson Pryor put to¬ 
gether the most challenge 
schedule he could find. “I 
tried to make it difficult. 
The day after we got back 
last year, the players said 
they wanted me to chal¬ 
lenge them,” Pryor said. 

The Colonels loaded up 
with road games against 
top 10 teams like Louisville 


Male, Ryle and Bowling 
Green. 

“I’m sure a lot of our 
fans and parents were up¬ 
set because we didn’t play 
these good teams at home. 
I don’t want to play all of 
the good teams in Hen¬ 
derson because we’re not 
going to be playing them 
in Henderson when it’s im¬ 
portant,” Pryor said. 

Sure enough, Hender¬ 
son County ended up 
with what amounts to a 
road game in Thursday’s 


7 p.m. Central contest. But 
they’re prepared for that. 

“We traveled to Bowling 
Green and Ryle. We got off 
the bus and played,” said 
senior Zach Jones, who 
doesn’t mind that the 
Bulldogs will be playing at 
home. “I like it. I feel like 
they may be overconfident. 
They may think they have 
this because they’re play¬ 
ing on their home field.” 

“They’ll have more fans 
because it’s a home game 
for them,” senior Kaelin 


Hildreth said, “but if we 
play our game we can beat 
anybody in the state.” 

The Colonels hope to 
make up for Dunbar’s 
home-field advantage with 
their state tournament ex¬ 
perience. All of the starters, 
except two, saw significant 
action in last year’s state 
semifinal game against 
Ryle. Those two are Spen¬ 
cer Claybrook, who was in¬ 
jured, and sophomore goalie 
Jacob Stauffer. 

That state tournament 


experience may be an 
advantage for Henderson 
County. “As much as ev¬ 
erybody likes to say it’s 
just another game, it’s 
not,” Bickers said. “The 
state tournament is dif¬ 
ferent. We’re one of only 
two teams left who played 
in the Final Four last year, 
so we know what it’s like.” 

Defending state champi¬ 
on St. Xavier, which plays

semifinal, is the other. 

Nervousness is big part 
of the state tournament 
experience. “We definite¬ 
ly had first-time jitters last 
year. I had never played in 
front of so many people,” 
Jones said. 

Henderson County 


made its first Final Four 
appearance in 1990, los¬ 
ing to Lexington Lafayette 
4-3 in overtime. In 2008, 
the Colonels reached the 
semifinals in Georgetown 
and lost to Highlands 
2-0. The feeling from last 
year’s shutout to Ryle is 
still fresh in the players’ 
minds 

“We don’t want to be 
disappointed again,” Hil¬ 
dreth said. 

“If I leave Thursday 
night with a loss and an¬ 
other third-place medal, 
I’m not going to be happy,” 
Jones said. “We’ve worked 
all season with a goal of 
playing on Saturday in a 
close game with a chance 
to win at the end.” 


Cats reload with young talent

LEXINGTON - Kentucky lost six 
players from last year’s national 
championship team and is again 
projected to be a title contender 
this season. 

Yes, Wildcats coach John Cali- 
pari signed another talented 
freshman class. 

The high expectations remain 
after the Wildcats won their 
eighth title behind freshmen An¬ 
thony Davis, Michael Kidd-Gil- 
christ and Marquis Teague. All 
were first-round NBA draft picks 
along with Terrence Jones; Doron 
Lamb and Darius Miller went in 
the second round. 

It’s a tough act to follow for 
freshmen Nerlens Noel, Alex 
Poythress, Archie Goodwin and 
Willie Cauley-Stein — but Ken¬ 
tucky is ranked No. 3 in the pre¬ 
season poll. 

Nearly seven months after Cali- 
pari won his first title with a team 
anchored by underclassmen, he is 
eager to see if this group can go as 
far as their predecessors. 

“We’re just so young,” Calipari 
said. “If we had to play a game 
right now, we’d probably be the 
fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth team in 
our league. Now, let’s hope in two 
months that that’s not the case. 

“I like our talent. I like our size. I 
like our length. We have some guys 
with pretty good speed. We’re just 
not a good basketball team right 
now. Too many young guys that 
we’re trying to bring along.” 

Replacing a lineup that ac¬ 
counted for 92 percent of last 
year’s offense definitely gives 
Calipari room to exlpore many 
options with an incoming class 
that includes three McDonald’s 
All-Americans. The Wildcats are 
taller than last year’s squad and 
have just as much quickness, in 
addition to veterans ready to fill 
a variety of roles. 

Leading the way is 6-foot-10 
forward Noel, considered the na¬ 
tion’s top recruit. His offensive 
and shot-blocking skills have al¬ 
ready drawn comparisons to Da¬ 
vis. That’s high praise considering 
Davis earned many of the nation’s 
top awards and was the NBA’s top 
overall pick. 

Noel acknowledges the com¬ 
parisons to Davis, but said, “this 
is a different day (and I’m a) differ¬ 
ent person. I’m bringing my own 
game to this team and interested 
in winning games.” 

Poythress, 6-7, is considered one 
of the nation’s most versatile for¬ 
wards and can play several posi¬ 
tions. The same has been said about 
6-4 guard Goodwin, who gives Ken¬ 
tucky another excellent swingman. 


Cauley-Stein, a 7-foot center, 
lacks the accolades of his fellow 
rookies but brings athleticism that 
has Calipari considering pairing 
him with Noel. Calipari could even 
play a trio of big men with a lineup 
that features Noel, Cauley-Stein and 
6-10 sophomore Kyle Wiltjer, the 
Wildcats’ leading returning scorer 
at 5.0 points per game 
Just don’t ask Calipari how 
this group stacks up against last 
year’s team — one he describes as 
a once-in-a-lifetime squad. 

“Comparing this team to that 
team in March is not fair,” Calipari 
said. “They’re not going to be (that 
team). We’re going to turn it over. 
We’re going to get pushed around. 

“Defensively, we’re going to have 
breakdowns. Offensively, we’re go¬ 
ing to look like ‘what in the world 
are they doing?,’ and it’s going to be 
the process we go through.” 


And like any Calipari team, the 
question is whether that process is 
for the short or long term. 

Of the 15 Wildcats that have 
gone on to the NBA since Calipa- 
ri’s arrival in 2010, eight left after 
their freshmen season. The de¬ 
parture of last year’s entire rookie 
class has ratcheted up questions 
about this year’s recruits, all of 
whom are already being projected 
as high NBA draft choices on vari¬ 
ous web sites. 

At the top of the list is Noel. 

He was the subject of an NCAA 
probe into the funding of his un¬ 
official visits to Kentucky before 
being cleared to play earlier this 
month. While that has eased the 
concerns of Big Blue Nation for 
the time being, neither he nor his 
fellow freshmen have said specifi¬ 
cally how long they’ll stay. 

“That’s a hard question to an¬ 


swer,” Cauley-Stein said. “A lot 
depends on how you feel at the 
end of the season.” 

No matter what they decide, 
Calipari has dealt with turnover 
very well. 

“I wish I had the whole team 
coming back,” he said. “I wish I had 
teams for three and four years, but 
that’s not the way it is. I’ve talked 
enough about how I can’t stand this 
one-and-done stuff, but it is what it 
is. I’m not going to cheat the kids. 
I’m not going to have kids stay that 
need to leave. 

“We just deal with what’s left. 
It’s funny. We’ve had kids leave 
every year, and our teams have 
been good, if not better. So they’re 
chasing their dream, and it’s not 
hurting us.” 

As that guessing game contin¬ 
ues, Calipari is teaching the Wild¬ 
cats how to play defense while 
trying to figure out his lineup and 
where the offense will come from. 

There’s potential for all four 
freshmen to have breakout sea¬ 
sons, along with opportunities for 
two transfers now eligible to get 
minutes and for a group of return¬ 
ees to step up their contributions. 

Julius May, a 6-2 guard, could 
play a significant role for Ken¬ 
tucky. A graduate student who 
averaged 14.1 points and 2.5 assists 
last season at Wright State before 
transferring, he could provide the 
veteran leadership needed along 
with Twany Beckham, the Wild¬ 
cats’ only senior. 

“More often than not it could be 
me (speaking up), but other guys 
have spoken up at other times,” 
Mays said. “We have a young 
group but a very mature group, 
and that’s important.” 

Sophomore Ryan Harrow, also 
6-2, is also eligible after transfer¬ 
ring from North Carolina State 
and is expected to contribute at 
point guard. Wiltjer provides a 
backup big man, needing to im¬ 
prove his scoring and defense. 

In guards Jon Hood, Jarrod Poi¬ 
son, Sam Malone and Beckham, 
the Wildcats have players capable 
of filling in where needed. 

“This is all exciting,” Calipari 
said. “I mean, think about it. It would 
be boring to have the same team ev¬ 
ery year, I think. We’re coming in 
and have no idea. I have in my mind 
things that I think will work, and 
they may or may not work.” 

One thing that never changes 
are the championship expecta¬ 
tions. 

“I like what they’ll look like in 
March in my mind,” Calipari said 
of the Wildcats. “Right now, that’s 
the only thing I can live with. I 
have a vision of what they’re go¬ 
ing to be in March, and that’s what 
I try to drive them to.” 


Louisville 
gives Pitino 
five-year 
extension

LOUISVILLE - Louisville 
has given Rick Pitino a 
five-year contract exten¬ 
sion that will keep the 
coach with the Cardinals 
through the 2021-22 sea¬ 
son. 

His $3.9 million base 
salary remains the same, 
but he will earn a $600,000 
retention 
bonus every 
other year 
from 2014 
to 2022. 

The deal 
includes 
incentives 
for being 
chosen AP 
national 
coach of the 
year ($100,000) and win¬ 
ning the Big East Confer¬ 
ence regular season title 
($50,000). 

“The one thing I real¬ 
ized is that I don’t know 
if I could live without 
basketball,” said Pitino, 
60. “I wouldn’t have the 
highs and the lows, and I 
guess every coach lives for 
that. I’ve been playing this 
game since I was 6 years 
of age, and it’s been such a 
passion of mine.” 

Though Pitino had hinted 
at possibly retiring when 
his current deal expired 
after the 2016-17 season, he 
recently sounded like he 
wanted to stay longer. 

After the school’s ath¬ 
letic association met on 
Monday, an extension was 
announced on Tuesday. 

“I thought it would be a 
crime if he retired,” Louis¬ 
ville vice president and ath¬ 
letics director Tom Jurich 
said. “And it would be cheat¬ 
ing the game of basketball. 

“There’s only a handful of 
coaches out there in coach’s 
caliber, and to see what he 
means to this place.... He’s 
going down as the elite of 
the elite, and it’s meant so 
much to this program.” 

Pitino is 629-234 in 27 
seasons as a coach and 275- 
106 in 11 years at Louisville, 
which is coming off its sec¬ 
ond Final Four appearance 
under him. He led rival Ken¬ 
tucky to the 1996 NCAA title 
and Providence to the 1987 
Final Four.

■ Broncos are 
still piling up 
the wins with 
different cast

Boise State is at it again. 

Coach Chris Petersen’s 
Broncos are quietly piling 
up victories with a team 
that underwent a major 
reconstruction. 

“Boise State’s always 
been pretty good at foot¬ 
ball for whatever reasons,” 
Petersen said Monday. 

And wouldn’t you know 
it, the Broncos are threat¬ 
ening to bust into the BCS. 
There’s a twist this time. 

After all those seasons 
Boise State was shut out 
of the best bowl games in 
favor of brand name teams 
from more high-profile 
conferences, now it’s the 
benefit of the doubt the 
Broncos are getting from 
poll voters that might push 
them onto the big postsea¬ 
son stage in their last sea¬ 
son in the Mountain West. 

The Broncos were one 
of the most debated and di¬ 
visive teams in the country 
the last few years. Good, 
but how good? Boise State 
fans felt the Broncos got 
overlooked and slighted. 
Others felt they were over¬ 
rated, a product of a weak 
schedule and sympathetic 
media coverage. 

The Broncos kept the 
debate raging by winning, 
a lot. 

Since Petersen took over 
in 2006, Boise State is 80-7 
and has twice made it to — 
and won — BCS games. 

But the last two seasons, 
with one of the best teams 
in the country, quarter¬ 
back Kellen Moore and 
the Broncos had to settle 
for bowl trips to Las Ve¬ 
gas, while teams such as 
Virginia Tech, Michigan, 
Arkansas and Ohio State 
were handed at-large BCS 
bids. 

Moore, Doug Martin 
and about a dozen other 
Broncos from those teams 
have now moved on to the 
NFL. The Broncos have 
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Boise State’s Darren Koontz (95), top, and Beau Martin (53), bottom, sack Wyoming quarterback Brett Smith, causing a fumble 
in the second half of their game on Saturday, Oct. 27, at War Memorial Stadium in Laramie, Wyo. Boise State won 45-14. 


had as much turnover, not 
just quality but quantity, as 
any team in the nation this 
season. 

Boise State opened the 
season with a 17-13 loss at 
Michigan State, and hasn’t 
lost since, winning seven 
straight. 

The defense has been 
one of the nation’s best, 
allowing 311 yards per 
game. The new stars are 
linebacker J.C. Percy and 
defensive end Demarcus 
Lawrence. 

The offense, with new 
starting quarterback Joe 
Southwick, is coming 
along, though it’s not near¬ 
ly as potent as it was in re¬ 
cent years. The Broncos 
are tied for 59th in yards 
per play (5.8). But they’ve 
only lost 12 turnovers, and 
are seventh in the nation in 
turnover margin at plus-11. 

Simply put, Boise State 
is good again, though a 
familiar problem persists: 
Strength of schedule. The 
Broncos don’t have a vic¬ 
tory against a ranked team, 
and the Mountain West 
isn’t quite what they hoped 
it would be when they de¬ 
cided to leave the Western 
Athletic Conference a few 
years ago. The Sagarin 
computer rankings rate 
Boise State’s schedule 


78th-best among Division 
I teams. 

It’s the reason why next 
season Boise State will be 
on the move again, joining 
the new Big East, where 
the Broncos will have ac¬ 
cess to an automatic BCS 
bid for the last year of the 
Bowl Championship Se¬ 
ries. 

The Broncos face what 
looks to be a challenge on 
Saturday when San Diego 
State (6-3,4-1) visits. After 
that they travel to Hawaii, 
and play Colorado State at 
home, before finishing the 
season at Nevada, another 
potentially tricky hurdle. 

HEISMAN WATCH 

Barring a major melt¬ 
down by Notre Dame 
against inferior teams in 
the next few weeks, Manti 
Te’o looks like a lock to be 
a Heisman Trophy finalist. 

Te’o has had a remark¬ 
able season, leading one 
of the top defenses in the 
nation with 80 tackles, 
two fumble recoveries 
and five interceptions. 
Notre Dame’s defense has 
been one of the best in the 
nation and Te’o is the best 
player on the No. 4 team in 
the country. 

The interceptions have 
been key to his candidacy. 


He’s tied for second in the 
nation and only one other 
linebacker, USC’s Dion 
Bailey, has as many as four. 

Te’o’s diving pick of a 
tipped pass against Okla¬ 
homa, a turnover that set 
up a field that ultimately 
sealed the game for the 
Irish, was the type of 
highlight reel moment 
that makes a Heisman 
campaign. Even if there 
is still some debate about 
whether he did catch it. 

A pure defensive player 
has never won the Heis¬ 
man, and it’s unlikely that 
will change this season. 
But when the invitation 
to the Heisman presenta¬ 
tion in New York comes, 
Te’o will be the first final¬ 
ist from Notre Dame since 
Brady Quinn in 2005.

Bama, LSU hope 7 will be lucky number this time

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. - Maybe 
the force-field that has 
shielded the end zone the 
past two times Alabama 
and LSU have tangled 
won’t be quite so power¬ 
ful Saturday night. 

The top-ranked Crim¬ 
son Tide and No. 5 Tigers 
have smacked right into it 
the past two meetings at 
various points on the field, 
reaching the end zone only 
once between them. 

Alabama (8-0, 5-0 

Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence) especially has been 
forced to attempt a cascade 
of field goals after promis¬ 
ing drives screeched to a 
halt, making either goats 
or heroes of the kickers. 

The good news for the 
Tide: AJ McCarron and the 
offense have been far more 
successful this season in 
getting points out of trips in¬ 
side the opponents’ 20-yard 
line, or the red zone. Nearly 


perfect, in fact. And LSU has 
struggled both offensively 
and defensively within that 
portion of the field. 

The bad news: LSU (7-1, 
3-1) has a Top 10 defense 
and easily the most for¬ 
midable group of running 
backs Alabama has faced, 
so neither of those trends 
are guaranteed to hold up. 

Bama kickers Cade Fos¬ 
ter (three misses) and Jer¬ 
emy Shelley (a 49-yarder 
blocked) became infamous 
for their troubles in last 
November’s 9-6 overtime 
loss to the Tigers. Shelley 
got redemption with five 
field goals in the national 
title game 

The offense shared the 
blame in that regular-sea¬ 
son meeting — or LSU’s 
defense the credit. 

Alabama had four drives 
inside the Tigers’ 30-yard 
line and was pushed back 
with two penalties, two 
sacks and three negative 
rushing yards. Call that 
the Crimson zone. 


“Oh, we missed a lot of 
opportunities and that’s 
one thing that we’ve got to 
focus on this week, most 
definitely,” Tide wide re¬ 
ceiver Kevin Norwood 
said. “Scoring when we 
should and scoring when 
we have to and making 
every opportunity count.” 

Alabama’s done that 
much better through eight 
games. 

The Tide is tied with 
No. 12 Louisville for tops 
nationally in red zone ef¬ 
ficiency, scoring on 34 of 35 
trips with 26 touchdowns. 
Alabama is also No. 1 in 
that category on defense, 
allowing eight scores and 


six touchdowns on oppo¬ 
nents’ 15 drives that pen¬ 
etrated the 20. 

LSU has managed to 
overcome rankings of No. 
72 offensively in the red 
zone and 115th defensive¬ 
ly — with one exception. 
Those deficiencies were 
costly in the lone loss 
to No. 8 Florida, which 
scored touchdowns on 
both its trips while the Ti¬ 
gers settled for field goals 
in a 14-6 defeat. 

“It’s execution when 
we get in the red zone,” 
LSU quarterback Zach 
Mettenberger said. “It’s 
not like we don’t want to 
score down there, we just

Superstorm’s cost may exceed $50 billion

WASHINGTON - Superstorm San¬ 
dy will end up causing about $20 
billion in property damages and 
$10 billion to $30 billion more in 
lost business, according to IHS 
Global Insight, a forecasting 
firm. 

In the long run, the devasta¬ 
tion the storm inflicted on New 
York City and other parts of the 
Northeast will barely nick the 
U.S. economy. That’s the view 
of economists who say higher 
gas prices and a slightly slower 
economy in coming weeks will 
likely be matched by recon¬ 
struction and repairs that will 


contribute to growth over time. 

The short-term blow to the 
economy, though, could sub¬ 
tract about 0.6 percentage point 
from U.S. economic growth in 
the October-December quarter, 
IHS says. Retailers, airlines and 
home construction firms will 
likely lose some business. 

The storm cut power to about 
7 million homes, shut down 70 
percent of East Coast oil refin¬ 
eries and inflicted worse-than- 
expected damage in the New 
York metro area. That area pro¬ 
duces about 10 percent of U.S. 
economic output. 

New York City was all but 
closed off by car, train and air. 
The superstorm overflowed the 


city’s waterfront, flooded the fi¬ 
nancial district and subway tun¬ 
nels and cut power to hundreds 
of thousands. Power is expected 
to be fully restored in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn within four days. 

Most homeowners who suf¬ 
fered losses from flooding won’t 
be able to benefit from their in¬ 
surance policies. Standard hom¬ 
eowner policies don’t cover flood 
damage, and few homeowners 
have flood insurance. 

Across U.S. industries, disrup¬ 
tions will slow the economy tem¬ 
porarily. Some restaurants and 
stores will draw fewer customers. 
Factories may shut down or hold 
shorter shifts because of a short¬ 
term drop in customer demand. 


Some of those losses won’t be 
so easily made up. Restaurants 
that lose two or three days of 
business, for example, won’t nec¬ 
essarily experience a rebound 
later. And money spent to repair 
a home may lead to less spending 
elsewhere. 

With some roads in the North¬ 
east impassable after the storm, 
drivers won’t be filling up as 
much. That will slow demand 
for gasoline. Pump prices, which 
had been declining before the 
storm, will likely keep slipping. 
The national average for a gallon 
of regular fell by about a penny 
Tuesday, to $3.53 — more than 
11 cents lower than a week ago. 

Economists noted that the hit 


to the economy in the short run 
was worsened by the size of the 
population centers the storm hit. 

“Sandy hit a high-population- 
density area with a lot of expensive 
homes,” said Beata Caranci, dep¬ 
uty chief economist at TD Bank. 

Hurricane damage to homes, 
businesses and roads reduces 
U.S. wealth. But it doesn’t sub¬ 
tract from the government’s 
calculation of economic activity. 

By contrast, rebuilding and 
restocking by businesses and 
consumers add to the nation’s 
gross domestic product — the 
broadest gauge of economic 
production. GDP measures all 
goods and services produced in 
the United States.

■ More than 
15,000 flights 
are canceled

NEW YORK - Superstorm 
Sandy grounded more 
than 15,000 flights across 
the Northeast and the 
globe, and it could be days 
before some passengers 
can get where they’re go¬ 
ing. 

According to the flight¬ 
tracking service FlightA- 
ware, more than 6,000 
flights were canceled on 
Tuesday. That brings the 
tally of flights canceled 
because of the storm to 
more than 15,000. By 
Tuesday morning, more 
than 500 flights scheduled 
for Wednesday also were 
canceled. 

The three big New York 
airports were closed on 
Tuesday by the Port Au¬ 
thority of New York and 
New Jersey. Stewart Inter¬ 
national Airport remained 
open, but airlines had sus¬ 
pended operations there. 

New York has the na¬ 
tion’s busiest airspace, 
with about one-quarter of 
all U.S. flights traveling to 
or from there each day. So 
cancelations here can dra¬ 
matically impact travel in 
other cities. 

Delays rippled across 
the U.S., affecting trav¬ 
elers in cities from San 
Francisco to Atlanta. Oth¬ 
ers attempting to fly out of 
Europe and Asia also were 
stuck. 

Narita, the international 
airport near Tokyo, can¬ 
celed 11 flights Tuesday — 
nine to the New York area 
and two to Washington, 
D.C. All Nippon Airways 
set up a special counter at 
Narita to deal with pas¬ 
sengers whose flights had 
been canceled. 

Hurricane Sandy con¬ 
verged with a cold-weather 
system and made landfall 
over New Jersey on Mon¬ 
day evening with 80 mph 
winds. The monstrous 


hybrid of rain and high 
wind — and even snow in 
some mountainous inland 
areas — killed at least 16 
people in seven states, 
cut power to more than 6 
million homes and busi¬ 
nesses from the Carolinas 
to Ohio, caused scares at 
two nuclear power plants 
and stopped the presiden¬ 
tial campaign cold. 

The storm was forecast 
to head across Pennsylva¬ 
nia before taking another 
sharp turn into western 
New York by this morn¬ 
ing, bringing heavy rain 
and local flooding. 

The flight cancelations 
surpassed those of a major 
winter storm in early 2011 
that forced 14,000 flights 
to be scrapped over four 
days. 

Even if storm damage is 
minor it could be a week 
before operations are nor¬ 
mal at major East Coast 
airports, said Angela Git- 
tens, director general of 
the Airports Council In¬ 
ternational, a trade group 
for airports worldwide. 

“The storm has such a 
wide swath and so many 
major airports are in¬ 
volved that it’s going to 
take some time (to re-

Prices for corn, soybeans and other 
commodities are mostly rising as traders 
become less worried about fallout from 
Hurricane Sandy. 

Corn for December delivery rose 4.75 
cents to settle at $7.4175 a bushel and 
soybeans for January delivery rose 6.75 
cents to $15,365 a bushel. Wheat for De¬ 
cember delivery edged down 1.25 cents 
to $8.5675 a bushel. 

Commodities prices came under 
pressure Monday as investors became 
nervous about the possible effects of the 
storm, but buyers were coming back into 
the market on Tuesday as those threats 
receded, said Darin Newsom, senior ana¬ 
lyst with DTN in Omaha, Neb. 

Wholesale gasoline prices fell slightly 
as traders anticipated that people would 
do less driving in the immediate after- 
math of the storm. Gasoline futures fell 
2.8 cents to end at $2.7288 a gallon. 

In December metals contracts, gold 
rose $3.40 to $1,712.10 an ounce. Silver 
rose 7.1 cents to $31.8160 an ounce, high 
grade copper rose 1.15 cents to $3.5060 a 
pound and palladium rose $6.40 to $596.15 
an ounce. Platinum for January delivery 
rose $19.70 to $1,553.60 an ounce.

NYSE to reopen 
for trading today 

NEW YORK - The New 
York Stock Exchange will 
reopen for regular trading 
Wednesday after being 
shut down for two days be¬ 
cause of Hurricane Sandy. 

The exchange said in a 
statement Tuesday that its 
building and trading floor 
are fully operational. 

Tuesday marks the first 
time since 1888 that the 
NYSE remained closed for 
two consecutive days due 
to weather. The last time 
was due to a massive snow 
storm. 

Sections of Manhattan 
were inundated with water 
and power was shut off to 
thousands of people and 
businesses. 

Global markets re¬ 
bounded Tuesday, though 
trading was subdued in the 
wake of the storm. 

Home prices rise 
faster in August 

WASHINGTON- Home pric- 
es rose in August in nearly 
all U.S. cities, and many 
of the markets hit hard¬ 
est during the crisis are 
starting to show sustained 
gains. The increases are 
the latest evidence of a 
steady housing recovery. 

The Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case Shiller index report¬ 
ed Tuesday that national 
home prices increased 2 
percent in August com¬ 
pared with the same 
month a year ago. That’s 
the third straight increase 
and a faster pace than in 
July. 

The report also said 
that prices rose in August 
from July in 19 of the 20 
cities tracked by the index. 
Prices had risen in all 20 
cities in the previous three 
months. 

Cities that had suffered 
some of the worst price de¬ 
clines during the housing 
crisis are starting to come 
back. Prices in Las Vegas 
rose 0.9 percent, the first 
year-over-year gain since 
January 2007. Prices in 
Phoenix are 18.8 percent 
higher in August than a 
year ago. 

Gas pump prices 
fall after storm 

NEW YORK - The price of 
gasoline fell Tuesday af¬ 
ter Hurricane Sandy left 
a wide swath of flooding, 
power outages and dis¬ 
rupted transportation in 
the eastern U.S. 

The national average 
for a gallon of regular fell 
by about a penny, to $3.53. 
That’s more than 11 cents 
lower than a week ago. 
Gasoline futures fell a 
penny to $2.63. 

Major refineries in the 
East, which represent 
about 8 percent of U.S. 


capacity, have shut down 
or reduced operations be¬ 
cause of the huge storm. 
Phillips 66 said Tuesday 
that its 238,000 barrels- 
per-day Bayway Refinery 
at Linden, N.J., is without 
power and has some flood¬ 
ing. It has been down since 
Sunday. 

Japan central bank 
ups asset purchases 

TOKYO - Japan’s central 
bank expanded a govern¬ 
ment bond-buying pro¬ 
gram Tuesday, vowing to 
spur growth as it further 
downgraded the country’s 
economic outlook follow¬ 
ing declines in industrial 
output and household 
spending in September. 

Under heavy pressure 
to do more to help rid the 
economy of debilitating 
deflation, the Bank of Ja¬ 
pan’s policy board voted 
unanimously to increase 
the asset purchasing pro¬ 
gram by 11 trillion yen 
($139 billion) to 91 trillion 
yen ($1.15 trillion). 

Ford puts 3Q 
profit at $1.6B 

DEARBORN, Mich. - Ford’s 
third-quarter profit eased 
1 percent to $1.63 billion as 
European losses swamped 
record North American 
profits. 

Ford Motor Co. said 
Tuesday its per-share net 
income was 41 cents, un¬ 
changed from the July- 
September period a year 
earlier. Before special 
items, including severance 
payouts, it earned 40 cents, 
beating Wall Street’s fore¬ 
cast of 30 cents, accord¬ 
ing to analysts polled by 
FactSet. 

Ford’s revenue fell 3 
percent to $32.1 billion as 
vehicle sales dropped in 
Europe and South Ameri¬ 
ca. The company exceeded 
Wall Street’s revenue fore¬ 
cast of $31.5 billion largely 
because of North America, 
where revenue jumped 
8 percent to $19.5 billion 
thanks to higher pricing 
and strong sales of higher- 
margin trucks and SUVs. 

BP dividend up 
with profit gain 

LONDON - Oil company 
BP is rewarding long-suf¬ 
fering shareholders with 
a substantial dividend 
increase just days after it 
sold a stake in a Russian 
joint venture for billions 
of dollars. 

BP also revealed Tues¬ 
day that it made a net profit 
of $5.5 billion in the third 
quarter, more than offset¬ 
ting the $1.34 billion loss 
reported in the previous 
three months when the 
company wrote down the 
value of some assets.

Dear S.M.: Tonsil stones, 
or tonsilloliths, are the not 
uncommon (one study re¬ 
ported them in 7 percent 
of young adults) but sel¬ 
dom discussed clusters 
of calcified material that 
lodge in the tonsils. Your 
tonsils, those oval-shaped 
swellings on the sides of

Mammograms: 

For 1 life saved, 3 
women overtreated

LONDON - Breast cancer screening for 
women over 50 saves lives, an indepen¬ 
dent panel in Britain has concluded, con¬ 
firming findings in U.S. and other studies. 

But that screening comes with a cost: 
The review found that for every life saved, 
roughly three other women were overdi¬ 
agnosed, meaning they were unnecessar¬ 
ily treated for a cancer that would never 
have threatened their lives. 

The expert panel was commissioned 
by Cancer Research U.K. and Britain’s de¬ 
partment of health and analyzed evidence 
from 11 trials in Canada, Sweden, the U.K. 
and the U.S. 

In Britain, mammograms are usually 
offered to women aged 50 to 70 every 
three years as part of the state-funded 
breast cancer screening program. 

Scientists said the British program 
saves about 1,300 women every year from 
dying of breast cancer while about 4,000 
women are overdiagnosed. 

By that term, experts mean women 
treated for cancers that grow too slowly 
to ever put their lives at risk. This is dif¬ 
ferent from another screening problem: 
false alarms, which occur when suspi¬ 
cious mammograms lead to biopsies and 
follow-up tests to rule out cancers that 
were not present. The study did not look 
at the false alarm rate. 

“It’s clear that screening saves lives,” 
said Harpal Kumar, chief executive of Can¬ 


cer Research U.K. “But some cancers will 
be treated that would never have caused 
any harm and unfortunately, we can’t yet 
tell which cancers are harmful and which 
are not.” 

Each year, more than 300,000 women 
aged 50 to 52 are offered a mammogram 
through the British program. During the 
next 20 years of screening every three 
years, 1 percent of them will get unnec¬ 
essary treatment such as chemotherapy, 
surgery or radiation for a breast cancer 
that wouldn’t ever be dangerous. 

The review was published online Tues¬ 
day in the Lancet journal. 

Some critics said the review was a step 
in the right direction. 

“Cancer charities and public health au¬ 
thorities have been misleading women for 
the past two decades by giving too rosy a 
picture of the benefits,” said Karsten Jor¬ 
gensen, a researcher at the Nordic Co¬ 
chrane Centre in Copenhagen who has 
previously published papers on overdi¬ 
agnosis. 

“It’s important they have at least ac¬ 
knowledged screening causes substan¬ 
tial harms,” he said, adding that countries 
should now re-evaluate their own breast 
cancer programs. 

In the U.S., a government-appointed 
task force of experts recommends wom¬ 
en at average risk of cancer get mammo¬ 
grams every two years starting at age 50. 
But the American Cancer Society and 
other groups advise women to get annual 
mammograms starting at age 40. 


Freezing human eggs for fertility 
can be successful, caution urged

WASHINGTON - Freezing 
human eggs can be suc¬ 
cessful in treating infertil¬ 
ity — but guidelines issued 
Friday still urge caution 
for women hoping to pause 
a ticking biological clock. 

Egg freezing had long 
been labeled experimen¬ 
tal, but the American So¬ 
ciety for Reproductive 
Medicine declared that’s 
no longer the case. The 
group cited studies that 
found younger women are 
about as likely to get preg¬ 
nant if they used frozen- 
and-thawed eggs for their 
infertility treatment as if 
they used fresh ones. 

The move is expected 
to help cancer patients 
preserve their fertility, by 
pushing more insurers to 
pay for their procedure, 
and to boost banking of 
donated eggs, similar to 
sperm banking. 

Here’s the controversy: 
Should otherwise healthy 
women freeze their eggs as 
sort of an insurance policy 
against infertility in case 
they don’t meet Mr. Right 
— or just aren’t ready for 
motherhood — until their 
late 30s or beyond, when 
the childbearing window 
is closing fast? 

The pricey technology, 
which insurance doesn’t 
cover for elective reasons, 
is being marketed aggres¬ 
sively for just that use. 

Yet the society that rep¬ 
resents doctors who treat 
infertility stopped short 
of endorsing egg freezing 
solely for deferring child¬ 
bearing until women are 
older. 

The conclusion: It’s not 
at all clear who’s a good 


candidate, or if women 
who store their eggs are 
being given a false sense 
of security. 

“The bottom line is 
there is no guarantee,” said 
Dr. Samantha Pfeifer of the 
University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, who chaired the soci¬ 
ety’s guideline committee. 
“A lot of women interested 
in using this technology 
are in their late 30s, early 
40s, and they may have the 
worst success of anybody.” 

Anyone considering 
egg freezing needs careful 
counseling about their age 
and the odds of success if 
they want to later thaw 
those eggs for use with 
in vitro fertilization, the 
guidelines stress. 

“It’s an insurance policy 
that many of those women 
may never need to turn 
in,” added Dr. Eric Widra 
of Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity, who co-authored the 
guideline. 

But proponents of egg 
freezing, known medically 
as oocyte cryopreserva- 
tion, say lifting the experi¬ 
mental label will encour¬ 
age more women to check 
out the option, and they’ll 
make an educated choice. 

“It’s none of our busi¬ 
ness to tell someone, 'No, 
you shouldn’t delay child¬ 
bearing if you choose for 
whatever reason,”’ said Dr. 
James Grifo of New York 
University, whose center 
has frozen more than 1,100 
batches of eggs, mostly for 
elective fertility preserva¬ 
tion. “It’s not a promise. 
It’s hope and insurance.” 

For a number of years, 
egg-freezing has been of¬ 
fered experimentally for 
young women or girls who 
are diagnosed with cancer 
or other serious illnesses 


that would destroy their 
ovaries. 

Then there’s age-related 
infertility: About 1 in 5 U.S. 
women now have their first 
child after age 35, according 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Yet 
the ability to conceive be¬ 
gins dropping around 35 and 
more rapidly as the 40s near. 
Women have fewer eggs left, 
and these older remain¬ 
ing ones aren’t as healthy, 
meaning even if the woman 
can get pregnant she’s more 
likely to miscarry. 

What’s involved in 
freezing eggs: Women 
inject high levels of hor¬ 
mones for a week to ovu¬ 
late as many eggs as pos¬ 
sible. Retrieving them is 
an outpatient procedure 
that can cost $10,000 to 
$15,000, sometimes not 
including the cost of the 
medication. Clinics also 
charge a storage fee, and 
then women who wind up 
using their eggs will pay 
thousands more to un¬ 
dergo in vitro fertilization. 

There are no estimates 
of how many women have 
had their eggs frozen. But 
Pfeifer’s committee cited 
four well-controlled Eu¬ 
ropean studies that com¬ 
pared IVF using either 
fresh eggs or ones that had 
been frozen from younger 
women, and found the 
chances of pregnancy 
were comparable. 

What about birth defects? 
There are only about 1,500 
known live births resulting 
from frozen eggs worldwide, 
compared with about 1 mil¬ 
lion IVF births using fresh 
eggs. But a recent review 
of nearly 1,000 of the births 
from frozen eggs found no 
increased risk of birth de¬ 
fects, Pfeifer said.

Memphis is only zoo in U.S. with cubless pandas

MEMPHIS,Tenn.- Throughout the 
spring, the summer and into the 
fall, officials at the Memphis Zoo 
paced the waiting room, hope¬ 
ful that Ya Ya, the female giant 
panda, would have a successful 
pregnancy and give birth to a 
healthy cub. 

She did not, leaving the Mem¬ 
phis Zoo with that unfortunate 
tag line at the end of news stories 
about panda births, naming cer¬ 
emonies or other milestones for 
cubs born in U.S. zoos in Atlanta, 
San Diego and Washington, D.C. 


Memphis is the only zoo in 
the nation with pandas that have 
not produced a cub. 

Six panda babies have been 
born at the zoo in San Diego, 
three at the zoo in Atlanta, and 
one at the National Zoo in Wash¬ 
ington, where a newborn cub 
died in September. 

Ya Ya had her fourth insemi¬ 
nation over a five-year period in 
March, but the pregnancy did 
not thrive. 

“It bothers us, but I can’t say 
it’s not for lack of trying,” said 
Chuck Brady, zoo president and 
CEO. “We had four pregnancies, 
none of them went to term. They 


were pregnancies that stopped 
at an early stage of development. 
After the animal got pregnant 
there was never any growth and 
development of the embryo.” 

Ya Ya and her male compan¬ 
ion, Le Le, came to Memphis in 
2003 as part of a 10-year breed¬ 
ing loan through the Chinese 
Association of Zoological Gar¬ 
dens, at a cost of $1.2 million 
annually. 

The zoo intends to keep them 
and has recently offered to sign 
a second 10-year lease on the 
pandas at an annual rate of 
$550,000, Brady said. 

“It’s in the Chinese’s hands 


right now,” Brady said. “We’re 
hopefully going to have it signed 
by the end of the year. 

There’s a lot of politics going 
on in China right now and that’s 
probably holding up the signing 
of this agreement.” 

The work that brought the 
pair to Memphis began in the 
late 1990s and was a five-year 
effort, aided by former Ten¬ 
nessee Democratic Senator Jim 
Sasser, then U.S. ambassador to 
China. 

In hopes of winning the cov¬ 
eted pandas, it modified its mas¬ 
ter plan, adding the $15.5 million 
China exhibit where the giant 


pandas and other animals native 
to the region are housed. 

So, while Ya Ya and Le Le’s fu¬ 
ture in Memphis may be all but 
secure, zoo officials can’t say if 
they’ll continue to try for a cub. 

Because the zoo has the staff 
and the equipment to collect a 
sample from Le Le, inseminate 
Ya Ya and monitor her progress 
with regular ultrasound tests, 
the cost in dollars is no more 
than $6,000 an attempt, Brady 
said. 

“It’s laborious work, but it’s 
all done in-house,” said Matt 
Thompson, director of animal 
programs. 


Weekly ‘mystery worshippers' 
evaluate churches’ friendliness

KOKOMO, Ind.- When Ric 
Winters goes to church on 
Sunday, he’s never a famil¬ 
iar face in the crowd. 

He drives into town, 
often traveling for more 
than an hour, always wear¬ 
ing his Sunday best suit, at 
the very least a coat. He’ll 
stop at a business nearby, 
maybe a McDonald’s or a 
gas station, and he’ll ask 
employees to point him 
in the direction of the 
church, whichever one it 
may be this week. Do they 
know where it is? Have 
they even heard of it? 

When he drives up, he 
notes the church’s signage. 
Are worship times clear and 
easy to read? Does he know 
where he should park? 

He walks in the church, 
promptly five minutes be¬ 
fore the service begins, 
and notes the greeter’s re¬ 
ception of him. Did they 
make good eye contact? 
Were they sincere in their 
hello? 

He sits in a back pew, by 
himself or with his wife, 
and observes the mu¬ 
sic, the atmosphere, the 
congregation. Are they 
friendly toward him, a to¬ 
tal stranger among them? 
Is the sermon interesting? 
Relevant? Well-prepared? 
Did he feel inspired or like 
taking a nap? 

He then goes home, and 
with the experience fresh 
in mind, he completes a 
survey and sends a photo 
of the program off to the 
company paying for him 
to do this. 

Winters has been a 
“mystery worshipper” for 
Missouri-based company 
Faith Perceptions since 
February of this year. 
Melanie Smollen, Faith 
Perceptions’ project man¬ 
ager, launched the com¬ 
pany about four years ago. 
The company is hired by 
churches to bring in mys¬ 
tery guests, who record 
their first impressions in 
surveys. Those surveys 
are translated into data 


demonstrating what a 
church may be lacking, 
and then Melanie works 
with them to improve in 
those areas. 

What churches really 
need, she said, is to get 
inside the minds of the 
visitors who choose not to 
return after a first visit. 

“We know why people 
come in when they stay, 
because we get to ask 
them,” Smollen told the 
Kokomo Tribune for a sto¬ 
ry Sunday. “But what we 
don’t know is why people 
come and don’t come back, 
and we need to know that.” 

“(Churches) are not- 
for-profit, but they’re sup¬ 
posed to be selling the 
greatest thing in the world. 
If they’re not connecting 
with people when they 
walk in the door, they’re 
not able to do that.” 

Nearly 5,000 people 
have been drawn in by the 
“Get paid to go to church” 
headline appearing in their 
local Craigslist listings or 
in their newspapers. Smol¬ 
len said the organization 
primarily seeks out “un¬ 
churched” individuals; 
people who don’t have a 
church they attend on a 
regular basis. But they do 
let some regular church¬ 
goers participate in stud¬ 


ies, as well as people who 
have never been to church 
or people who don’t have 
any sort of faith. They 
submit an application, 
and once they’ve been ap¬ 
proved, they can sign up 
to attend services, fill out 
a survey, and get paid $45 
dollars. If a church isn’t 
within a 20-or-so mile 
range, Faith Perceptions 
will compensate additional 
cash for gas. 

“Typically, it’s not lack 
of wanting to be friendly,” 
she said. “Churches can 
be awkward in that they 
don’t know what to do. 
There’s no malicious in¬ 
tent behind it; they’re just 
clueless. That’s why they 
need some help.” 

The company has 
worked with more than 
200 churches so far, 66 
of which are in Indiana. 
A ministry will typically 
choose one of three pack¬ 
ages, in which different 
numbers of mystery wor¬ 
shippers will attend ser¬ 
vices over a set amount of 
time. In most instances, 
only a few members of 
church leadership are 
aware of the mystery vis¬ 
its, in hopes of getting the 
most accurate portrayal of 
“church as usual,” Smollen 
said.

On Oct. 31,1517, Martin Luther 
posted his 95 Theses on the door of the 
Wittenberg Palace church, marking 
the start of the Protestant Reforma¬ 
tion in Germany.
